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“THREE WEEKS IN PALESTINE.” 

To the Editor of the Christian Watchman, 

My pear Sitr,—Being, as you know, deeply in- | 
terested in every thing relating to Biblical literature, ) 
and particularly in the Geography of the Holy Land, | 
you will readily believe that I peruse every work re-| 
lating to that subject with mach anxiety; hoping my- | 
self to visit, ere many years shall elapse, that lovely | 
land, 

“Over whose acres walked those blessed feet } 

Which, eighteen hundred years ago, were nailed | 

For our advantage, to the bitter cross.” | 

I have just risen from the perusal of a very inter- | 
esting little work, entitled ** Three weeks in Pales- | 
tine and Lebanon; with notes and alterations, adapt- | 
ing it to the use of the General P. E. 8. S. Union,” } 
and republished by them in New York, from the | 
English edition. ‘The Notes, consisting solely of ex-| 
planations of such technical or classical terms as might } 
not readily be understood by general readers, are ex- | 
ceedingly valuable; and I find on examination of the} 
English copy, that the alterations consist merely in | 
the omission of a very few sentences of irrelevant | 
matter, or the change of a few expressions in order to 
simplify them. I do not think it a suitable book for | 
young children; because it is not simple enough: but 
for young persons over 15 years of age, and “ poo 
dren of a larger growth,’’ it isa very valuable con- 
tribution to our stock of works on that subject. Too 
many of those who have described scenes in Pales- 
tine, have drawn largely on the credulity of their | 
readers; and some of them have been too credulous, { 
themselves, and have believed all that was told them: | 
so that it is often difficult to distinguish between what 
is true and what is false. Not so with the little work | 
io which I now wish to call the attention of your 
teaders. It describes what the author saw; and 
generally very accurately. It is ornamented with 
eleven engravings—views of Joppa and Bethlehem, 
Ground Plan and Interior View of the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, Tombs of the Kings, Mahometan 
Tombs, Valley on the road to the Dead Sea, Groand 
Plan of Baaibeck, Drase Female wearing the Tan- | 
tour, &c. Some of them are very highly finished. 
The view of Joppa is unfortunately reversed; but the | 
correct appearance may easily be seen by holding it| 
up to the light and looking on the back side of the 
leaf. ‘That of Bethlehem is a very fine engraving. 

The book closes with a short notice of the Author’s 
voyage from Beirout to Smyrna, inserted, as he says, 
for the purpose of suggesting ‘‘.an explanation of 
what appears. an extraordinary statement in the nar- 
rative of St. Paul’s voyage,”’ ‘* assured that nothing, 
however trifling in itself, that tends to elucidate the 
sacred writings can be unacceptable.”’ Allow me to 
copy this for the benefit of your readers. It will give 
them some idea of the spirit of the work. 

** In examining the history of St. Paul's visit to 
Miletus, (Acts xx.) it is difficult to understand why 
he should sail by the Gulf of Ephesus, and go onward, 
and apparently out of his way, to Miletus, for the 
purpose of having an interview with the Ephesian 
elders, to sammon whom he had to send back a mes- 
senger to Ephesus. Now, it took us two days’ hard 
beating before we could get out of the Galfof Samos 
or Ephesus, in a vessel probably far better calculated 
for turning to windward than any that existed at the 
period when St. Paul lived. Had he, therefore, at 
any season of the year, but more especially in the 
spring, (and his voyage was a little after Easter, ‘ for 
he hasted, if it were possible for him to be at Jerusa- 
lem the day of Pentecost,’) ran down to Ephesus, 
situated as it was, atthe very bottom of this deep | 
gulf, he must necessarily, in consequence of the west- | 
erly winds, which blow here for the greater part of | 
the year like a monsoon, have been delayed many | 
days, which was the very thing he was anxious to 
avoid. For Paul had determined to sail by Ephesus, 
because he would not spend the time in Asia.’ Acts 
xx. 16. He therefore passed to windward of Scmos, 
and landed at Trogy!liam,thence proceeded to Miletus, 
and from Miletus sent to sammon the elders of Ephe- 
sus to his presence, leaving his vessel at Trogylliam, 
and rejoining her after his interview, that she might 
not be embayed by running down to Mycale, bat 
might ran toward Patinos, and then, with a flowing 
sheet proceed to Coos. * And it came to pass, after 
we had launched, we came with a straight course 
unto Coos.’ (Acts xxi.) Ifthe winds in St. Paul's 
day were, with the other great features of nature, the 
same as they now are, and understood so to be by 
the navigators at the time, the coarse which he actu- 
ally took is fully accounted for; but in no other way 
do I see how it can be well explained consistently 
with his object of saving time.’’ pp. 151,152.

Forthe Watchman, 
WILLIAM BLACKSTONE, 

Mr. Evrror,—I observed in your paper of the | 
3d inst, a short notice of William Blackstone, | 
the first European occupant of the Peninsula of | 
Boston. Lam happy to see by that communica- 
tion that his name will hereafter become familiar 
to the eyes and the ears of Bostonians, It is fit | 
that some memorial of him should exist beside | 
the neglected records of the Antiquarian. Any | 
facts relating to him, of whom so little is known, | 
must be interesting to the public. In that no- 
tice is ap error which it is important to eorrect. 
Having had oceasion recently to investigate that | 
portion of our early history connected with the | 
life of Blackstone, I zathered a few particulars | 
respecting him, some of which I have not seen 
in the histories of that period. 

There is evidence to show that Mr. Blackstone 


{ came into this country as early as 16250r6. He 


had undoubtedly occupied the Peninsula several | 
years previous to the arrival of Gov. Winthrop’s | 
company. As the first occupant of the place he | 
claimed the right to the soil; and this right was 
acknowledged by the new settlers who purchas- 
ed the relinguishment of his title—reserving for | 
him his garden, house lot, and pasture, about six { 
acres. But the intolerant spirit of the age was} 
not congenial with his spirit; and he soon found } 
his situation disagreeable. Instead of contend- 
ing with his new neighbors, he fled from their 
persecutions, It is said that he resided in Shaw- 
mul about 10 years; and he removed, it is be- 
lieved in the Spring of 1635, to the distance of 
about 35 miles, into what was then an entire | 
wilderness and a perfect solitude. Here he 
lived, (it is supposed) entirely alone, in the quiet 
enjoyment of the natural rights of conscience, 
and in the society only of nature and his books. 

In 1659, July 4th, he married widow Sarah 
Stevenson, then of Boston, who had several 
children by her first husband, one of whom, 
John Stevenson, went to reside with Mr. Black- 
stone after his marriage with his mother. Hence 
he was called the ‘ son-in-law’ of Mr. Blackstone, 
though he never married his daughter. Of this 
fact there is documentary proof.* It is said that 
Mr. B. at the time of his marriage promised Ste- 
venson’s mother that her son should receive a 
portion of his father-in-law’s estate ; and in con- 
sideration of which the Court of Plymouth as- 
signed hima part of the estate. The mis-state- 
ment relative to Stevenson’s marriage with a 
daughter of Mr. Blackstone, was first made, I 





Coll. and I take this opportunity of correcting 
it, as it is important that it should not be per- 
petuated, 

The spot which he selected for his new re- 
treat fell within the limits of the Old Colony—on 
the eastern banks of the Indian Pawtuckut—now 
the Blackstone—about four miles above the 
Falls. Great respect and kindness were shown 
to hin by the Plymouth Government, who re- 
cognized his right to the land on which he lived, 
and ordered them laid out and recorded to him 
gratuitously; and appointed commissioners to 
establish the boundaries. The Behoboth peo- 

sle, also, laid out a road from their settlement at | 
Seekonk Plain to Mr. Blackstone’s residence. 

He lived on that spot till his death. His wife 
died ‘about the middle of June, 1673.’ He him- 
self died in May, 1675, and was buried, it is said, 
ina vale near his house. He resided in New 
England about 50 years. John Stevenson, his 
son-in-law, lived on a part of Mr. Blackstone’s 
estate (which was assigned to him by order of 
court,) til his death Sept. IGrh, L405. ; 

His own (and only) son, John Blackstone, re- | 
moved to Providence, (when, it is not cpa 

yhere he lived for sometime. His wife’s name 
It is not known that he had } 

In 1692 he sold his right in 
his father’s estate. What finally became of him 
there is nothing to show. 

Those who feei an interest to pursue the sub- | 
ject any further, will find a more particular ac- 
count of Blackstone in the History of Attlebo- 
rough, (a work which the writer of this article | 
has recently published) where a description of | 
his residence is given.

effect the interests of our particular party or fa- 
vourite? How few are there among our news- 
paper editors who dare to take a manly stand | 
for or against a principle that effects vitally the | 
constitution, if it is found to bear unfavourably 
upon their party or their candidate? A press thus | 
wanting in magnanimity and independence is | 
the fit instrument for advancing the purposes of | 
unprincipled men; and editors of this stamp, | 
and they are confined to no particular party, | 
whether they have followed out their conduct or | 
not to its legitimate results, can easily be mace } 
the tools of a despot to subvert the liberties of 
their country. 

Again, we have, still unsubdued, some weak- 
nesses, perhaps they belong to haman nature, of 
which advantage may be taken, to the injury of 
our republican character, and in aid of despotism, 
and which may seem to some too trivial to mer- | 
it notice in connection with the more serious | 
matters just considered. One of these weak- | 
nesses is an anti-republican fondness for titles ; | 
and whoever has lived in the old world, and | 
knows the extraordinary and powerful influence | 
which mere titles of honor exercise over the 
minds of men, and their tendency to keep in due | 
subjection the artificial ranks into which despotic 
and aristocratic powers divide the people, sub- 
duing the lower orders to their lerds and mas- | 
ters, will not think it amiss in this place to draw | 
attention to the subject. Republicans as we are, | 
I fear we are influenced, in a greater degree 
than we are aware, by the high sounding epi- 
thets with which despotism and aristocracy sur- 
round their officers, to awe into reverence the 
ignorant multitude. A name having half a doz- 
en titles for its avant couriers, and as many for 
its rear guard, swells into am importance, even | 
in the estimation of our citizens, which the name | 
alone, and especially the individual himself, } 
could never assume, Let Mr. Brown, or Mr. | 
Smith, or any other intelligent, upright, active | 
citizen, be elected President of a benevolent so- 
ciety, does he excite the gaze of those who meet | 
him, or inspire awe into the multitude? No} 
one who regards him butas a respectable, useful 
member of the community. But let us learn 
that a gentleman, not half as intelligent, or up- 
right, or active, is to land in our city, who is av- } 
nounced as the “ Most Mlustrious Arch Duke and 
Eminence, his Imperial Highness the Cardinal and | 
Arch- Bishop of Olmutz, Rovowru, this last is the | 
gentleman’s real name, Highest Curator of the 
Leopold Foundation,” and although not half as } 
capable in any respect as Mr. Brown, or Mr. | 
Smith, or ten thousand other honest, untitled 
citizens among us, I very much fear that the | 
Battery weuld be thronged, and the windows in | 
Broadway would be in demand, and the streets 
filled with a gaping crowd to see a man who 
could have such a mighty retinue of glittering 
epithets about him. Yet this title-blazoned gen- 
tleman holds the same office as Mr. Brown or 
Mr. Sinith. Poor human nature! Alas for its | 
weakness! * 

Who is not struck with the difference of effect | 
upon the imagination when we describe a per- | 
son thus? “Mr. ——, a good-hearted old gen- | 
tleman, rather weak in the head, who finds in the 
manufacture of sealing-waxr one of the chief and 
most agreeable etiployments of his time,” and when |

buy and sell on that day as on other days; in 
one word, he must have all the powers and priv- 
ileges which the law, or the officers appointed 
to administer the law can conveniently bestow 
upon him. The demagogue or the party who 
will promise to do most for the accomplishment 
of these objects, will secure all the votes which 
hecontrols. Surely there is great danger to our 
present institutions frem this source, and men as 
skilful as are the Jesuits, we may be sure will 
not fail to use the power thus thrown into their 
hands to work great mischief to the republic. 

The recklessness and unprincipled character of 
too many of our politicians give great advantage 
to these conspirators. There is aset of men in 
the country who will have power and office, 
cost what they may; men who, without a par- 
ticle of true patriotism, will yet ring the chang- 
es on the glory and honour of their country, talk 
loud of liberty, flatter the lowest prejudices, and 
fawn upon the powerful and the influential ; men | 
who study politics only that they may balance | 
the chances of their own success in falling in| 
with, or opposing this or that fluctuating inter- | 
est, without caring whether that interest tends to 
the security or the downfall of their country’s 
institutions. To such politicians a body of men | 
thus drilled by priests, present a well fitted tool. | 
The bargain with the priest will be easily struck. | 
“Give me office, and I will take care ef the in-| 
terests of your church.” ‘The effect of the har-| 
gain upon the great moral or political interests of 
the country, will not for a moment influence the 
calculation. ‘Thus we have among us a body of 
men, @ religious sect, who can exercise a direct | 
controlling influence in the politics of the coun-| 
try, and can be moved together in a solid pha- | 
lanx; we have a church interfering directly and | 
nost powerfully in the affairs of state. There is| 
net in the whole country a parallel to this among | 
the other sects. What clergymen of the Metho- | 
dist, or Baptists, or Episcopolians, or any other | 
denomination, could command the votes jof the | 
metsbers of their several congregations in the 
election of an individual for political office ? ‘The! 
very idea of such a power is to preposterous to 
a Protestant.

Connected with these evils, and assisting to 
increase them, we have a Press, to an alarming 
extent, wanting in independence.

They are 
like counsel retained for « particular eause ; they 
are to say every thing that makes in favor of 
their client, and conceal every thing that makes 
agaivst him. Dves a question of principle arise, 
of fundamental importance to the country—the 
inquiry with a journal thus pledged, is not, how 
are our free institutions, how is the country af-

To be sure some of his re- 
publican friends now in strange holy alliance 
with his faithful subjects here might find their 
Protestant knees at first a little stiff, yet the Cath- |

The 
letter, as will be seen, is addressed to the mother of 
her husband, and was not intended for publication: 
but, as it is a lovely specimen of filial piety, and it is 
very happily adapted to give her access to the hearts,

the thousands in this land to whom her husband is 
dear, our readers will feel disposed, with us, to thank 
brother Norton for obtaining for us the permission 
its publication. He has also forwarded to us a cop 
of a letter of the same date, from brother Kincaid, 
which we intend to give next week. 

Ava, December 31, 1833. 

“ My Dear Mother : Although unknown to you,. 
except by name, yet I have resolved to address 
to you a few lines. My feelings have long dictat- 
ed this course ; and Mr. Kincaid assures me that 
it will gratify you. The frequent and oftem 
repeated reading of your letters, and hearing so 
much about you and all the family, make me 
feel that Iam no longer astranger. Besides you, 
there are none on earth whom I can call parents, 
I was born in Scotland, in the town of Elgin, 
but have now only'a faint remembrance of my 
native land. At an early age of 8 years, my fath- 
er. being an officer in the commissary department 
of his Majesty’s army, was ordered to Ceylon. To 
that island L accompanied my parents. After re- 
maining in Ceylon four years, my father was or- 
dered to the Continent, on the Coromandel 
coast. Here it was that I followed my mother 
to the grave, at the early age of 13 years, just as 
I had begun to know her vatue. In three years 
after this melancholy event, iny father was iaken 
away by the destroying climate of India. Thus, 
at an early age, I was bereft of both my parents, 
ina strange land, far, very far, from my parents’ 
home. One year and four months have now 
passed since my father breathed his last blessing, 
and uttered a last farewell, It seems only as 
yesterday that | was sitting beside my father, and’ 
listening to the tales of Scotland. 

“ My parents were both pious, My father was 
a Methodist, and my mother was a Presbyterian, 
yet their difference of sentiment was never a cause 
of unpleasant feeling. A holy heart and life was 
what they constantly taught as the one thing need- 
ful. Their conversation and life I shall ever re- 
member as the richest legacy in a parent’s will. 
No jewel, no sacred memento of paternal affec- 
tion possesses half the charms that are felt in re- 
membering those holy petitions which involved 
ye blessing of Heaven on their much loved chil- 
aren. 


“ We never know truly the value of parents 
till we are separated from them— at least, we 
never sufficiently estimate their kindness and 
care ull we see them borne to the lonely grave. 

“ I need not say how much | should be grati- 
fied to see Mr. Kincaid’s-parents, brothers, and! 
sisters, and become personally acquainted with 
them all. The providence of God may so direct 
ihat we shall see you, for 1 shall feel it a duty to 
urge my husband to leave India if at any time 
his health should imperiously require it. The 
diseases of this country so enfeeble the constitu- 
tion of a foreigner, that, after a few attacks, noth- 
ing can save from a preinature grave but flight to 
a northern climate, 

“In this great city idolatry is enshrined in ev- 
ery heart. The idols out number the people. 
Yetthe Gospel is not preached in vain. A few 
nppear to have received new hearts, and many 
more are promising inquirers. It makes our 
iearts bleed to go into their temples and see men, 
women, and children bowing down and praying 
tefore images of marble. They rise up from their 
devotions and commit all manner of wickedness. 
They have no feelings of shame in their hearts, 
und no fear before their eyes. Yet, when an 
one thinks he is dying, be screams and how 
most piteously. We know, however, that the 
promise of God hath rendered it certain that all 
the darkness and misery of this people will van- 
ish away before the shining rays of the Gospel. 

“ Kindly remember me to Mr. Kincaid’s father, 
brothers and sisters. I am your affectionate 
daughter. Barzpara Kuinearp.”

What so calculated to remind us that “we 
all do fade asa leat,” asthe return of Autumn, 
when we see so much both of vegetable and an- 
imal life, yielding to decay and dissolution ? 
The circumstance too, that many of our benev- 
olent associations, at Uus season of the year, 
make up their accounts and report their actual 
condition, urges upon us the solemn admoni- 
tion, that “ it is wise for us to‘talk with our past 
hours, and ask therm what report they have borne 
to Heaven ? 

No fewer than eight of our members, have, 
within the year, been summoned to render an 
account of their stewardship, aud relinquish the 
post that had been assigned them on earth! 
One of these, was our veneruble and highly 
endeared! friend, Madam Grew. Advanced to 
her 77th year, she was still active and useful. 
The oklest member of this Society, and one 
who united with it not long after its origina- 
tion. Although she resided out of the State, 
more than twenty yeurs, she retained her mem-, 
bership, and regularly transmitted her subscrip- 
tion without solicitation, as she did to various 
other Societies in the city. (An example, which, 
if followed, would save a large portion of time 
to collectors.) Whenever she visited the city, 
she tailed not to assemble with us, and after her 
return for a permanency, her attendance’ was 
constant, unless prevented by illness.

To be 
permitted to take any part in the great work of 
ineliorating the condition of suffering humanity, 
and of spreading the glorious gospel of the bles- 
sed God, should be esteemed a privilege.

News of the Day. DOMESTIC. 
: woe res >’ Borsine or tae Hernrrace.— The Nashville 
Republican of the 14th inst, says—Yesterday evening 
about 4 o'clock the roof or the hermitage was discov- 
ered to be on fire, and all attempts to arrest the pro- 
gress of the flames proving unavailing, the entire ed- 
ifice, with the exception of the room attached to the 
northern end, and used asa dining room, was in a 
few hours consumed. ‘Phe valuable furniture in 
the lower story was fortunately saved, though much 
broken and otherwise injured in getting itout. Vhat 
in the second story was, we understand, chiefly de- 
stroyed, The fire is supposed to have been commu. 
nicated to the roof by the falling of a spark from one 
of the chimneys; and there being at the time a light 
breeze from the north-west, the progress of the flames 
was proportionably rapid. The numerous and valu- 
able papers of the President were probably ail pre- 
served. , 
Mossie, Oct. 11. We learn from the passengers 
on board the steamboat Ophelia, just arrived freon 
Tuscaloosa, that the Warrior river rose on the 6th 
inst. to the height of forty-five feet by measurement, 
above the stage it was at three days before, at that 
place. Such an event, at this season of the year, is 
searcely within the recollection of the oldest inbabi- 
tants. This steamboat brought inte port 727 bales 
new cotton, probably the largest quantity ever recetv- 
ed here at one time, so early in the season from that 
river. On the day, she arrived, 951 bales cotton came 
into this port. We understand the river is falling as 
rapidly as it rose.

Emaxcipation ty the West Inpies.—-Papers 
from Barbadoes received ut Alexandria, D, C. state 
that the islands generally continued yuiet, but the 
laborers were very lazy, and not inclined to work 
when they could avoid it. A letter from the same 
place snys:—“ The great measure of emancipation is 
working better than the warmest friends of that law 
could have anticipated ; and from the neighbouring

Deeavrut Hvurnicane in Tae West-Ixpirs.— 
An arrival at Alexandria, D. C. from Barbadvues, 
brings the Editor of the Alexandria Herald, a file of 
papers, from which he gathers the following particu- 
lars of a Hurricane in the West Indies. It occurred 
on the night of the 20th ult. at the Island of Do- 
minea 

The works on two-thirds of the principal Sugar 
Estates were levelled’to the ground, the canes blown 
flat to the earth, and in many instances buried in the
